According to Col. Har- 
ry Mohr, a partner, Brunen and the 
employe recently engaged in an al- 
tercation. 

Mrs. Brunen asserted today that 
she had an idea who was responsible 
for her husband's death and had told 
the police. Her information was not 
made public, but she expressed the 
opinion that the slayer will be cap- 
tured shortly. 

Widow Recalls Threats. 

Police also are attempting to at- 
tach a robbery committed at the 
Brunen home in July, 1920, to the 
crime. Two men held up Mrs. Bru- 
nen and had compelled her to reveal 
where money and jewels were hid- 
den. She recalled today that one of 
them said upon his departure that 
they would come back to “get” Bru- 


nen.

Mintmum Scale Is Fired. 

“The boards, after reaching the 
lowest possibile total of the budget.

less, Dut provide for exceptions for 
apprentices and partly incapacitated 
women. In the State of Washington 
in 1914, a mimimum wage of $3.25 
a week was thus set down, but be- 
cause the cost of living doubled. the 
rate was $18 in 1913, much higher 
than in states without a minimum 
Wage commission. Since then the 
rate-dropped to $14.50 and then to 
$13.20. 

“The young American girl ts go- 
ing to lve and enjor herself as 
much as she can. If she hasn't 
enough money to go around she will 
take it out on her food supply. We 
know that this legislation is on the 
right track, learning so from men 
whe know industry must consider 
the labor factor. 

“There are three wars itm some 
States Oy which working girls can get 
their par raised—by legislation, 
through the union, or by the min!- 
mum wage commission. Where there 
ts ne such commission only the other 
ways remain, but the provision of 
theee commissions everywhere wil!

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Whose Body? 


S THE climax of litigation in a case 
of absorbing interest to insur- 


holders of life insurance poli- 
cies, the Court of Appeals of 
New York—highest tribunal in 
the State—has decided that Ed- 
win D. Ensign, an undertaker of Hudson, 
N. Y., died in a fire which destroved his 
summer camp on the shore of Lake Charles, 
12 miles from his home, and that it was his 
body whieh was taken from the ruins of the 
camp cottage. 

Despite the court decision there is still 
much speculation as to queer aspects of the 
case in Ensign’s home town, and those not 
learned in the law still have opposing opinions, though 
a trial court and two appellate courts have decided that 
Ensign's wife and his business partner are entitled to 
collect the insurance on his life. 

In legal circles the case also has aroused keen in- 
terest and lawyers in all parts of the country have 
been writing to Albany for full copies of the final de- 
cision. 

In some respects this was one of the most remark- 
able insurance cases ever adjudicated. 

The fact that Ensign carried $103,250 insurance on his 
life has led to a bitter court contest, in the course 
of which one of the insurance companies in a test suit 
had contended that the body was found in the ruins 
was not Ensign’s and that the man whose body was 
found was not killed in the fire, but died earlier of 
influenza-pneumonia. 

Ensign left his home the afternoon of Dec. 12, 1918, 
in an atitomobile truck, telling his wife and members 
of his family that he was going to the summer camp. 
This was not thought to be unusual, as he frequently 
had visited the camp in the winter months. 


That night the camp cottage burned. About 1a. m. 
the next morning a body, burned bevond recognition, 
was taken from the ruins by Ray T. Bates, partner of 
Ensign in the undertaking business. 

Naturally, the ashes and debris on the site of the 
burned cottage were carefully sifted and searched in 
an effort to find something which could be identified 
as Ensign’s property. It was a matter of common 
knowledge that Ensign: had several gold-crowned teeth 
and that he habitually carried a gold watch. The teeth 
and the watch were not found. A bunch of kevs, iden- 
tified as having belonged to Ensign, and one penny, 
blackened by the heat of the fire, were found. 


There was a search for more money in the ruins 
when members of the Wentzel family. living near the 
camp, revealed that on the night of the fire. Ensign 
bought milk at the Wentzel home and received’ a dime 
and five pennies in change. 

News that Ensign had been burned to death caused 
a sensation in Hudson, where Ensign was a leading 
citizen. He had been prominent in civic affairs and 
only the night before the fire he had been elected master 
of the local Masonic lodge. 

When Ensign’s wife, Kathryn, put in claims for his 
insurance it became apparent that she would not be 
able to collect without a contest A test of the va- 
lidity of the claim was made by one insurance com- 
pany, which had written policies on Ensign’'s life to 
the total of about $36,000. 

There was another sensation when the allegations 
of the insurance company were made public. They 
led to heated discussions in the town of Hudson. 

The company alleged that a week before Ensign's de- 
parture there were in his morgue in Hudson the bodies 
of five men who had no homes and some of whom had 
died of pneumonia. It Was asserted by the company's 
lawyers that one of these bodies had been placed in 
the cottage before it was burned, though, of course. 
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no absolute and incontrovertible proof of this could be 
brought forward. 

The litigation in which these assgrtions were put 
forward was a suit by Mrs. Ensign to recover on the 
insurance policies. She testified she had not seen her 
husband since he left home with the truck and she 
said she believed it was his body that was found in 
the cottage ruins. 

The trial in the Circuit Court of Columbia County 
was most bitterly contested. The line of questioning 
pursued by lawyers showed that the insurance company 
investigators had delved into every circumstance at- 
tending Ensign's visit to the camp.and the subsequent 
search of the ruins for his body. 

It was shown that on the day he left home Ensign 
ate a hearty breakfast of sausage and pancakes, bread 
and butter and coffee. He had luncheon about 11 a. m. 
and took two sandwiches with him to the camp. 

That evening, according to testimony, he bought a 
quart of milk at the Wentzel home, sat and chatted 
with the family half an hour and then went to his 
camp, which he was never seen to leave. 

The body was buried soon after it was brought from 
the camp to Hudson by Ensign’s partner, Bates. It 
was disinterred two weeks later and autopsy was made. 

Experts testified for the insurance company that the 
autopsy showed two things. One was that the man had 
died of influenza-pneumonia and that apparently no 
food had entered his stomach in a long time, probably 
for a period of several days. 

This’ expert testimony was combatted by the testi- 
mony of experts for the defendants that the action of 
the fire and the lapse of time before the exhuming 
of the body had made the results oY an autopsy so un- 
certain as to be of no value. 

All sorts of queer angles were introduced into the 
testimony. One assertion of the insurance company 
was that experts who had viewed the body taken from 
the ruins were convinced that it was that of a man 
at least 6 feet tall. Ensign’s height was about 5 feet 6 
inches. 

To controvert this testimony the plaintiff's lawyers 
put on experts who testified that the condition of the 
body dug from the ruins was such that it would have 
been impossible for anyone even to approximate the 
man’s height or even to form an idea as to his build 
and size in life. 

Witnesses testified that many times in the fall and 
winter months Ensign had driven to the camp and 
always went in his truck when he intended to remain 
there overnight. They said it was his custom to park 
the truck near the cottage on these occasions. In view 
of this testimony the lawyers for the insurance com- 
pany laid great stress on the fact that the night of the 
fire Ensign did not, as usual, park his truck along- 
side the cottage, but put it in the Wentzel barn. 

It was brought out at the trial that on the night of 
the fire Ensign telephoned to Bates from the Wentzel 
home, but Bates was not permitted to relate what was 
said in the telephone conversation

“It seems to me that the logical way to release the 
energy economically would be to devise some method 
under which, when the energy of one atom was re- 
leused, it might, in turn, release the energy of two 
More and 80 on indefinitely. in that case we could 
afford to use a comparatively powerful energy to get 
it started ut there are a lot of difficulties.

“ground” binding posts may be ordinary one-eighth 
inch brass bolts of sufficient length and supplied with 
three nuts and two washer: The first nut binds the 
bolt to the panel, the second nut holds one of the short 
pieces of stiff wire. while the third nut holds the an- 
tenna or ground wire, as the case may be. The switch 
arm with -knob shown at V, Figure >. inay be purchased 
in the assembled form or it may he constructed from 
a thin slice cut from a broom hahdle and a bolt of 
sufficient length equipped with four nuts and two 
Washers, together with a narrow strip of thin brass 
somewhat as shown 

The switch contacts. W, Figure °, may be of the reg- 
ular type furnished for this purpose or they may be 
Mass bolts, equipped with one nut and one washer 
each, or they may even be nails driven through the 
panel with an individual tap fastened under the head 
or soldered to the projection of the nail throught the 
panel. The switch contacts should be just close enough 
that the switch arm will not drop between the contacts, 
but also far enouch apart that the switch arm can be 
fet so as to touch only one contact at a time 

The telephone binding post sheuld preferably be of 
the set-screw tvpe, as shown at X, Figure 3 

Having constructed the several parts just mentioned 
and mounted them on the wood base, one, is readv 
to connect the several taps to the switch contacts and 
attach the other necessary wires. Scrape the cotton 
insulation from the loop ends of the 16 twisted taps 
as well.as from the ends of the two single wire taps 
coming from the first and last turns. Fasten the bare 
end of these wires to the proper switch contact as 
shown bY the corresponding numbers in Figure 5. One 
should be carefui not to cut or break any of the looped 
taps. It would be preferable to fasten the connecting 
wires to the switch contacts by binding them between 
the washer and the nut as shown at 3, Figure 3. A 
wire is run from the back of the binding post marked 
“ground,” Figure 3, to the back of the left-hand switch- 
arm bolt, Y, thence to underneath the left-hand bind- 
ing post marked “phones.” 

A wire is then run from underneath the right-hand 
binding post. marked “phones” to underneath the bind- 
ing post, 4, Figure 3, which forms a part of the crystal 
detector.

After all the parts of this crystal detector radio re- 
ceiving set have been constructed and assembled. the 
first essential operation is to adjust the little piece of 
wire, which rests lightly, on the ervstal, to a sensitive 
point.

The use of a miniature buzzer transmitter is 
very satisfactory Assuming that the most sensitive 
point on the crystal has been found, the rest of the 
operation is to get the radio receiving set in resonance 
or in tune with the station from which one wishes to 
hear messages. The tuning of the receiving set is at- 
tained by adjusting the inductance of the tuner. That 
is, one or both of the switch rms are rotated until the 
proper number of turns of. re of the tuner are made 
a part of the metallic circu... between the antenna and 
ground, so that together with the capacity of the an- 
tenna the receiving circuit is in resonance with the 
particular transmitting station. ‘ 

It will be remembered that there are 10 turns of wire 
between each of the first & switch contacts and enly 1} 
turn of wire between each 2 of the otiner contacts. The 
tuning of the receiving set is best accomplished by set- 
ting the right-hand switch-arni on contact | and ro- 
tating the left-hand switch-arm over ali its contacts. If 
the desired siznals are not heard, move the right-hand 
sWiteh-arm to contact 2 and again rotate the jeft-hand 
switch-arm throughout its range. Proceed in this 
manner until the desirea signais are heard 

ft will be advantageous for the one using this radio 
receiving equipment to find out the wave frequencies, 
wave length. veed by the several radio transmitting 
stations in his immediate vicinity
